CAMA's limited benefits are only available to low-income persons with an
immediate need for medical care who are unable to secure other private or public assistance.

During the FYO04 budget process, the CAMA appropriation was cut from $2 million to $1.5 million and remains at that
level through FY05. These funds provide services to Alaska's indigent for prescription drugs for the terminally ill,
chemotherapy patients, and people with certain chronic conditions that without treatment would lead to disability or
death. No additional funding is requested for FY06.
